(From an Occasional Correspondent.) 
ANPING, July mmh. 


Since I wrote you last I have been making 
carefa! enqnirlss (nto the cuuse, result st present, 
and nature of the rebrjior, the breaking out af 
. which Ladvised tn my last, and if all T hear be 
‘truae—and ther {s no reason to think otherwise, 
because my Information has been collected from 
several ladepenodent sources which canfirm each 
other—I muat say that lhe Japanese authorities 
ofthe central divistan of the Island have much 
to answer for, and appear solely to blamo' for 
the frouble and bloodshed with which the 
“beau iful island {+ nowcarsed. —~ ! 

‘From all I can learn, the contry people hava 
‘een gonded Into this rebellion by acts of brutal 
despoteim, The reason for‘ this actlon J fail 

to see, bat I wil! give you the bistory of the 
xebellion up ta the present time! “; ; 
An the night of the zoth June a native shop 
was broken Info by a gang of robbers, but 
although the pendarmes were not lar away, they 
tonk'na steps to arrest {he culprits.

aboat.to fight, The Japanese told the {nbablt- 
ants to gointo thelr houses and barricade the 
doors, as they were about to give battle to the 
robbers, and tt would be dest that they should be 
in safety,’ Toto thistrapthe poor innocent people 
fell; they obeyed. to. the -letter and shut them. 
selves up, no- doubt thinking that hy 10 doing

No! Rather do we wonder at the length of time 
the peopletolerated such despotism, remember- 
ing It was not antll after they saw that thers 
was no chance for them that they took up arms, 

From the 24th to the.2oth villages wére burnt 
day and pight, and oo the last named date the 
party reached Lim-ker-por, a town where there 
is considerable British and_ Forelgn property 
camphor distillertes], Here they demanded 
from the most Inflaential man of the town—Tan 
Stong Tat. This man is well known to many 
foreigners, who havo stayed at’ bis house 
when visiting tha place, They demanded 
of bim. the surrender of the robbers. 
This he reptted he conld not do, ax he 
was not in a porltion to fight the robber 


fo thelr stronghold, and, moreover, hit town was 


at moch in fear of them as any other, The 
Japanese reply ws that anless the robbers 
wer delivered over on the following day 
(job) .the town would be burnt. At first the 
villagers would not believe tt, thinking thatytite 
foreign property there would ensure the safety of 
the town, but when, towards the sfternoon,. 
a reiniorcement of. 25 more gendarmes arrived, 
and these were bidden In % privete build. 
fog, they learned thet they were not to 
be exempted from the fete of the others, and, 
calling a meeting of s few af the elders they 
decided that the only plan was to rise in 
rebellion and killthe Japanese before the Intter 
rttacked them. Thelr plan was hurriedly 
made, and at 4 2.03, on the goth June the town 
was surrounded by the ‘villigers, another 
prty surrounded the house In which the Jap- 
ancse, on bearing the state of affalra, had bar- 
ricaded themvelves. This house was the ances- 
iral honte ‘of the head man, Tan Sing Tut, 
Shots were exchanged, several of the willagers 
helng killed and others wounded. At 7 a.m. the 
Japanese were forced ont of the house by the 
rebels, who set fire to the back of thelr quarters. 
Of more than sixty Japanese who barricaded 
themeclves in thé bowe only eleven escaped 
to Taatack, While escaping from Lim-kee- 
porto Tanlack the Japanese shot every native 
they met, whether man,’ woman, or child, end 


' since then the rebola have killed every Japanese 


they have’ caught. From Lim-kee-por the 
rebellion spread from vilfage to vil age, as each 
saw the ‘fatllity, of ‘expecting Japanese’ mercy, 
and reallsed that unless they roso and followed 
the example of Lim-ee-por they wou'd meet 
the same fate as the others, As.one of the 
refugees sald the other dey “If we do pot take 
un erms we will be murdered af sure as any- 
{hing by the Japanese, and our homes will be 
mt, but, though ‘wo may be killed in « 
ing the Japanera, wo still hive tho satisfection 
of knowiny that wa have mede an attempt at 
resistance: “If we mnst dia, we would rather dle 
to arms and with » chance af killicgs Jap.” .

STEERING BF SLECTRICITY.

Tho steering telegraph fs an electrical device’ 
recently invented by Licutenant Fiske, The 
iavention Is, leg tothe Frisco Chrontcls, 
Intended not only for service on warships, but 
on any vessels whatever, and it must rot be 
confounded with the cnglos telegraph, which is 
another of Lieutenant Fiske's recent faventions, 
The engine telegraph Is designed to govern the 
speed of ships In tactical evolutions ; the steering 
telegraph is intended to serve as a safety
